Applicants' amendment dated 01/24/2006 has been received and entered. By the 
amendment, claims 16-23 and 33-44 are now pending in the application. Claims 1-15 and 24-32 
stand withdrawn from consideration. 

Claims 16-23 and 33-44 are allowed.

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every
